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REMARKS 

Summary of the Office Action 

1. Claims 1, 3, 8-9, 13-16, 27, 29-46 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Lebby et al. (U.S. Patent 5,534,888) in view of Ho (U.S. Patent 
5,909,207). 

2. Claims 2, 4-7, 10-12 and 28 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim. 

3. Claims 17-26 are allowed. 
Summary of the Response 

Claims 1, 4, 5, 7, 8, 12, 13, 27, 37-39, 43 are currently amended. 

Claims 2, 3, 28, 29 are cancelled with this paper. 

Claims 6, 9-11, 14-26, 30-36, 40-42, 44-46 are unamended. 

Claims 47-64 are new. 

Objections to the Figures 

Applicant acknowledges that new drawings are required. New drawings will be 
submitted upon receipt of a Notice of Allowance. 

Remarks and Arguments 

Applicant thanks the Examiner for indicating allowable subject matter. 

New independent claim 47 corresponds to original claims 1 and 2, which was 
indicated as being allowable. New independent claim 62 corresponds to original claims 1 
and 10, which were also indicated as being allowable. 
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Claim 27 has been combined with claim 28. This claim was indicated as being 
allowable in Office Action dated March 26, 2003. 

Independent claim 1 has been amended to recite a computing device having a 
deflectable display. The determination of the deflection value coincides with the 
deflection of the display. Applicant submits that these limitations are not taught or 
suggested by the cited references. 

Independent claim 37 has been amended to include subject matter from original 
dependent claim 10, which was indicated as being allowable. Independent 43 have been 
amended in a manner similar to amended claim 1 . 

For all of the reasons stated, Applicant submits that the application is in condition 
for allowance. A Notice of Allowance is respectfully requested.
